la a very interesting b iok, en¬ 
titled “War Talks of Confederate 
Veterans” Dr. John Herbert J 
Claiborne figures, who sais: 
When in the m-morabie campaign 
of 1861, Lee and Grant confronted 
each other in the trenches at Pe¬ 
tersburg, (Eastern Virginia, twen¬ 
ty odd miles south of Richmond,) 

I was in the city, assigned to duty 
aa senior surgeon or executive offi¬ 
cer in charge of all general milita¬ 
ry hospiulas at this post. April 
‘2ad, 1865, the long struggle ended. 
The panoruma of trench**.-, fierce 
fightiug, columns of uniformed 
and non-uniformed mio i:i bittle 
line, rhella exploding, cannon! 
booming, musketry rattling, the 
wounded, dying, dead', moved <n; 
and the city of Petersburg, the 
whole Confederacy as well, had 
fallen.
